Karl I Bond la a native of 
Shaba province, known as Ka¬ 
ta n g a when seeesaionlst 
rebels fought an uneuccasafui 
war there during the 1980s. 

He is the nephew of Mwata 
Yamvo, who also was acouaad 
of high treason. Mwata 
Yamvo Is chief of tha Lunda 
tribe, which Is dominant In 
Shaba province, and the 
brother of tha lata Molae 
Tshombe. who lad the Katan¬ 
ga uprising In the lliOs. 

The announcement said Mo¬ 
butu d s poea d Mwata Yamvo 
as chief of the Lunda tilbe 
and removed Mm from the 
Order of the Leopard.

.Saturday's cnimmunique in¬ 
dicated the guerrillas had ]ie- 
netirated In s trengt h much fur¬ 
ther xvest than previously re¬ 
ported. 

'Thb guerrillas now claim 
I'ontrol not only of the Ogaden 
but a huge slice of Ethiopia's 
southern border area as well 

In Rome. Somali Foreign 
Minister Abdu Rahman Jama 
Barre said the guerrillas now 
•ontrolled 97 per cent of the 
Ogaden profier and only two 
tnwrm Dire Dawa and 
Harar remained in govern¬ 
ment hands 

The Somali government, 
which has denied direct in- 
xolvement in the Ogaden war 
Saturday indicated it could in¬ 
tervene if Ethiopia employed 
mbreenaries.

Farmers want 
speedy decision 


VANCOUVER (CPi — Six 
Diffarent B.C. agrieultura or- 
ganUatInns will go before 
Wednesday's resumption of 
the Legislature's food inquiry 
to seek a quick decision on 
whether the proxince should 
.loin a national chicktn meat 
markating plan. 

Art Stafford, manager «if 
tha B.C. Broiler Marketing 
Board, said the appearant'e 
by the organUatlons came at 
the suggeation of Agriculture 
Minister James Hewitt. 

Hewitt, who is a member of 
the committee but not the 
chairman, was overruled ear¬ 
lier this week by Premier 
Bennett and four cabinet col¬ 
leagues when he recommend¬ 
ed that B.C. enter the national 
plan. 

The policy and planning 
committee of the cabinet 
ruled against .joining the pro¬ 
gram until the foiKl Inquiry 
has finished hearings and 
made recommendationa in 
March, 197g. 

"lATille we understand that 
study of national supply mar¬ 
keting schemes is not In the 
terms of reference^ of the 
conuntttee. we hope they will 
consider the merits of the na¬ 
tional plan and make a deci¬ 
sion in a week. " Stafford said. 

"The cabinet has said It can 
not snake up hU mind until the 
committee makes Its recom¬ 
mendations, but we have been 
told that the MLAs can bring 
in special refiorts and rei'om- 
mendatlons belore Man.*h.'’ 

SupfKirting the quick com¬ 
mittee decision are the B.C. 
Feed Manufacturers' AsscKia- 
tlon, B.C. Poultry Producers’ 
Association. B.C. Baby Chick 
Asooclatlnn, B.C. Broiler Mar¬ 
keting Board, B.C. Broiler 
Hatching Egg Assniiatlon and 
the B.C. Marketing Board, 
which oversees all B.C. mar¬ 
keting activities. 

Chicken meat producers in 
every province except Alberta

Natives take 
their skills 


to classrooms

Youngsters in several Van- 
coux’er Island schools are gat- 
11 n g history, geography, 
science, and art leeeons 
through the eyes of the orlgL 
nal Islanders — the native In¬ 
dians — In a project spon¬ 
sored by the Unlverelty of 
Victoria and tee education 
ministry. 

The progrem puts speclelly- 
trelned native Indians who 
stiU speak their original lan¬ 
guage Into elementary school 
classrooms, where a lesson In 
the Indian language becomes 
A lesson in the way the In¬ 
dians Ih’ed. 

The current program is 
going In several diffarent di- 
rertiom. But it all started 
about three years ago, Nvhen 
native Indians >^*1)0 wwre con¬ 
cerned about the disappear¬ 
ance of their languages sp- 
l«roached the UVic llnguiatict 
department. 

A nathw Indian language di¬ 
ploma program, consisting of 
oourste taught by tha Unguis- 
tics and tha aduoatlon facul¬ 
ties at the unh’ersltv. was 
subsequently establish^. 

The program toachas natlx-a 
Indians to understand the 
basic structure of their own 
language — how to write it. 
how it is organized grammati¬ 
cally and how to prepare 
lesson materials to teach 


others their language 

Among the languages that 
ha\*e been represented In the 
program so far are Halko- 
mebn (the main language of 
the east coast of Vancouver 
Island between Nanooae Bay 
and the Malahat. including 
the Oowichan dialect), Kwa- 
klutl, Nitinat. Carrier. Noot- 
ka. and Saanich. 

It has not been that easy to 
find peofile who can get the 
most out of the program, says 
Dr. Tom Hukari. one of tha 
program's instructors. 

“The iieople most likely to 
come to ufTivemlty are teen¬ 
agers, most of whom no 
longer speak the native lan¬ 
guage. The older people, the 
grandfMrents particulariy. 
art the most likely to know 
the language, but are most in¬ 
convenienced by having to 
come to the university. " 

For its 21 graduates so far. 
howexer. the rtrograni has 
been quite successful. 

Some of the students haN'e 
decided, after completing the 
one-year diploma course, that 
they want to know more lin¬ 
guistics, and have begun 
working for bachelor’s de¬ 
grees in linguistics at the uni- 
x’erslty. 

One graduate has received 
sexeral grants to continue re- 
sear.-h into Indian languages 
on their rwn. while others 
wT)rk for goxemment agen¬ 
cies. 


Learning the language 


Where the program's gradu¬ 
ates havs taken their skills 
into the schools, they have 
been successful In reaching 
the students. Indian and non- 
Indtan alike. 

The moat succaasfol pene¬ 
tration into tha schools has 
bean In Nanaimo, where EUen 
White, a Nanaimo Indian, 
t a a c h e t short languaga 
coursta to the students. 

But they are mors than lan¬ 
guage courses. In learning a 
baaic vocabulary the pupils 
Itam to idsntify local trsea by 
their Indian names. They also 
learn how tha Indians used 
them. 

They learn the Indian 
names for local geographical 
teaturaa. they* haar Indian 
Honga and legends. 

“Tilly ars taught language, 
but it la tied toi with regfonal 
g eogra phy , natural hietary. 
how to survive bi the woods,

As a re¬ 
sult. more than 3no an- 
tabelhim stmchires still stand 
while Natchee prearhw* to the 
nation that “this is where the 
Old South still lives.” 

DnUMNO mBm forces 
into twt> groups, the ladies of 
NaU'hes formed the Natrhex 
c;ard«t Club and the rtlgrim- 
age Gairlen Club.

Onnnelly'a 
Tavern is a tanner hostelry 
that was rescued from col¬ 
lapse and restored by the lad¬ 
les to Its former glory 
One of the an-hitecturel 
gems of Natchez, it ex¬ 
emplifies the fnintier ele¬ 
gance that prevailed during 
the early years of the Mlssls- 
slpjti Territory. 

It was here also that the 
American flag was raised in 
1797 by MaJ.

Stretching 33 miles long o\*er 
10.000 feet high, the dormant 
wlcano knovx-n a* Haleakala 
itominales the island of Maui 
much like a firrande dame de- 
tnandlns that visitors pay call 
on her. And ntll they ihaiW. 

Legend has it that the 
mountain received its namt 
trom an adventure d the 
young demimid Maui, nlw 
figured prominently in Hawai¬ 
ian and all Pol>*nesian mytho¬ 
logy: 

IDna. Maui's mother, com- 
i>lalned that the eun sped 
acrois the sky eo s>%1fUy that 
it was impossible for her to 
dry the upa oktth. Maui 
( limbed the highest point on 
the island, which hapfiened to 
lie the top of the great najun- 
tain. 

There he waited hir the 
sun to pass. When it did, he 
ensnared it in a net. The sun 
pleaded for its release, and 
Maul agreed on condition that 
the eun tra>el more slowly 
acroee the sky each day. The 
>un agreed. The mountain 
Maui stood on to capture the 
•un is known by the name 
Hale-a4ca4a, the house of the 
sun. 

Ttxlay thia once-violent ^ol- 
cano is part of the National 
Paric Servipe with facilities 
fOr oampars, hikers back- 
packera, picnickers, as well 
as tor the ortilner>* sightseer. 

In addltton the park aer\ice 
maintalna three cabins in the 
crater for visitor use. Each 
cabin accommodates VI per¬ 
sons and comes equipped with 
bunks, blankeU. water, cook- 
stove, firewood, and kerosene 
lamp. The cabins are accessi¬ 
ble onl>' by toot or on horse¬ 
back and must be reeer\-ed 
woll in a<h*ance.

Birds, small mammals> 
plants, as wwll as tite erst¬ 
while visitor, inhabit the paric 
region. Birdwatchers should 
be on the lookout for the na¬ 
tive apapane, iiwi, and arnaki- 
hi. You might also spy the 
Hawaiian owi known as pueu. 
who makes an occasional at>- 
pearanoe. Finches, ekylarks. 
mockingbirds dart in and 
around the park, too 

Probably tlie most famous 
of the plants that grow in Ha¬ 
leakala park is the silvers- 
vvord, known in Hawaiian as 
the ahinahina. The sUvei'- 
sAvoed Is a rem.irkable and 
highly evolved plant, since It 
must withsUnd both the ex¬ 
treme dryness of the cinder 
( lines and the intense sun of 
the high elevation. 

Mhen in fkHver rtir idant 
sfiurts a central disk of a 
hundred yellow Uorcts sur¬ 
rounded in turn by iHiipllsIi 
ray lloi'ets.

OnBOLTI (i:Pl» The 
desaH wir batu*aan Ethioftia 
and Somali forcat haa caused 
economic chaos in Africa's 
ne^«^tt and smallest state ami 
i.s thraataning Its very axis- 
tenca. 

The war has .slaehad into 
the republic’s slander Income, 
brought its port to a virtual 
halt. depri%’ed Its citizans of 
trash vagatablas and even 
stopped their favorite i>aat- 
tima — tha chasving of khat. a 
mildly nari'Otic plant. 

The conflict is 1at>l>ing 
clogar to Djibouti’s own 
hordars and diplomats ai*e 
tearful it might eventually en¬ 
gulf this state. 

\Vhan Djibouti achieved in- 
(iepandanca from TVanc# June 
JT. it was alread>’ potantlally 
one of the wxirld’s most unNia- 
ble statae, politically and act>> 
nomicnlly. 

An arid, volcanic outpost of 
8.000 square milas and fewer 
than a quarter of million peo¬ 
ple. Djibouti’s only asset.s 
ware its sand and its camels 
— and a railroad. 

The 485-mtla Addis Ababa- 
Djibouti railroad, jointly 
owned by Ethiopia and 
France, snaked from Djibouti 
port through tha Mlstaring 
Ogadan desert high into Eth¬ 
iopia's central mountains to 
tha capital. 

It carriad per cent of 
Ethiopia’s imports and ex¬ 
ports — until Somali insur- 
ganU In early June sa\erad 
the Itna in at least five places 
and baxw succeeded in keep¬ 
ing it cloaed. 

If the effects on Ethiopia 
weie serious, they have been 
ds^'astating for Djibouti. 

This nation's raison d’etre 
has been the railroad and its 
port. 

Elamlngs from the railroad 
are the blggeat single source 
of income for the territory 
and iu closure will cost Dji¬ 
bouti about S300.000 this 
month.

Five tons of the plant were 
flown dally Irom the Ethlotu- 
an towm of Dire Dawa cur¬ 
rently under seige by the So¬ 
malis. 

The Ethiopian government 
planes on this route were req¬ 
uisitioned b>' Addis Ababa to 
fly' troops and khat was then 
banned when the sudden loss

black market dealings. 

Even the fighting ha.s 
swirled dangerously closer to 
Djibouti's borders.

As far back as the early ItlDs. railway builders 
were hiring Chinese far cheap labor After disem 
barking from large pasaenger ships. immigraiHs 
were detaiaed until examined for entry at the im 
migration building. 

First medical inspector was Dr G. L Milne, 
who lived at PlnehuTfct. which was then listed as 611 
Dallas Road. Today's address is shown as 618 Bat 
ter>’ Street. Sporting a bowler hat. he rode down to 
the docks to meet the ships in his horse and buggy 
His full title was controller of Chinese immigration. 
Dominion Government agent. 

Milne had two brothers in Victoria. A. R 
Milne, collector of customs and John Milne .of 
Spratt's FouMh-y. 

In IMI, ha marriad NelUe Kinaman. the fourth 
daughter of Ooun. Kinaman. TW IMs wars impor¬ 
tant years ia the daetor’s career, a period when he 
helped to organiae the B.C. l is ^al Association. 

However, a great deal was to happen to Milne 
before be became medical iiufMctor of Ihe Im- 
mlgratioo service. He had a comMnad residence 
and medical office buUt on the west Udt of Douglas 
street between Broughton and fmi Streets In 1M6. 


he was named medical health officer for Vklorla. a 
poet he retninad until IMl. 

A smaHpou apMandc Ml Victoria In 1661 ahd 
residents lined up tor vuectautlona. Tlw provincial 
health officer at the time. Dr. J. C. Davie, differed 
with Milne over eortalu aopocti of Ihe epidemir 
consequently. MIlut ruulined.

Other testa have shown that some 
mbaams will react vkdontly to a 
smeU given off by another minnow 
that has been wou n de d . The alarm 
odor whicb alerts the other mtanows 
is a microscopic substance in skin 
cells which Is oaded schreckstsff. The 
reaction was found to be tnntlnctual 
ratbfr than loomed. Scientists proved 
tld<by tatrodacine the odor to min¬ 
nows which had never smelled 
s chro cks toff b efors and obs er ving the 
same reaction. They also blocked the

Some of the least imdersloed items 
hi tho aversgs flahsrman’s techie bon 
are sinkers ~ weights which put a 
lure or bait deep in the water and 
hasp it there. Inesnerienced anglers 
ofini don’t know nw to select the 
proper ainher for the kind of Ashing 
they are doii«. 

Made of load, sinkers are fonned 
in many alsoo and shapse, and in 

weirds that range from a fractloa of 
an ounce to a peund or nsore. They are 
claeeifled into throe major moupe. 
say the flahtiw esperts at Msrciiry 
outboards, eadi group dosl^led by 
tho typo of flahiag it aorvea. 

Bottom-flahlag sihkers are aaually 
pyramid or tear drop shaped, and 
moot have a swivel moldod Into the 
aaml md. In alow dsbrio4lllod water, 
tear drop sinkers are preferred 
hscanos they won’t wMg hi rocks or 
brush. FlahiiM in swtft water over 
sand or mud calls for sinkers like the 
pyramid with large, angular surfaces 
that dig in. Those hold in a current 
and lot you flab without the bait 
drifting away from the hole. 

TroUlag sanhsrs are aaed to put a 
lure at a certain depth — not neces¬ 
sarily on the bottom — and keep it 
!here. Moot popular design is the 
oip^ sinker which trolls vritkout 
mpeding the action of the lars. Se- 
'ond choice are keeled sinkers which 
-diminate line twist.
